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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that the examples of the 
Sato reference fail to exemplifiy 2 resins, each which contains a repeating unit of either the instant formula A1 or A2. It is not necessary for 
the examples of a reference to demonstrate the claimed subject matter for a reference to be a 102 reference. As is clearly described in 
column 46, lines 24-40, there are two resins present in the material, A and A', and each contains (preferably) a repeating unit of reference 
formula I (meeting the limitations of the instant formulas A1). Therefore the reference clearly teaches the instantly claimed resin 
materials.and one of ordinary skill in the art would have immediately envisaged employed a monomer of the instant formula A1 in each of 
the two resins.
